Commends the Leaders. 

I think that we owe special ad- 
miration to the patience and the 
leadership and the skill and the 
force of the chairmen of the two 
committees; and behind them have 
stood the committees themselves ex- 
ercising a degree of scrutiny and 
careful thought in this matter, which 
undoubtedly has redounded to the 
benefit of the bill itself. Then there

_ Aetion Replies to Critics. 

I have always felt when the Dem- 
ocratic party was criticised as not 
knowing how to serve the business 
intefesta of the country that there 
was no use of replying to that in 
words.

In all this 
time I never have raised my voice. The 
consequence. is that I have lost my 
voice entirely. 

“I d all to save Mel and his fam- 
lly from ecandal and I would do it 
again’ to save them.

It was learned today that. Couch kept 
the little room where the woman lived 
stocked with food and water.

Guotes From Supreme Court. 
Crow quoted freely from the opinion 


of the Supreme Court on the subject 
of the arbitrary to lay before the Cir- 
cult Judges views of the higher court. 
One of the paragraphs from the Supreme 
Court opinion recited in Crow’s brief 
says: 

‘The effect of this arbitrary discrimi- 
nation is obviously injurious to the 
commerce and manufacturers of St. 
Louis, and is among the chief causes 
of complaint against the Terminal com- 
pany. Mr. Perkins (Albert T. Perkins, 
formerly adviser to the Municipal Ter- 
minals Commission and only witness 
called by the Terminal in its defense)

ances. The receivers named in consequence of 
them are almost invariably too “friendly.” Fright- 
ened railroad wreckers, struggling against the 
exposure of colossal financial crimes, always try 
to get the ear of the Judge first. Too often they 
seem successful in implanting early views which 
subsequent protest from other interests is pow- 
erless to remove. 

The coup having been planned in secret, legiti- 
mate investors have no time to prepare an ade- 
quate showing in their own behalf. On the ex- 
parte showing of the ‘wreckers, men in sympathy 
with them, perhaps their active partisans, are se- 
lected as receivers. The greatest possible maxi- 
mum in leniency toward past malfeasances is as- 
sured. Information reflecting on the old, dis- 
credited management is never given voluntarily. 
The wreckers continue to rule the properties they 
have ruined, though by proxy instead of in person. 

A change that will place the appointment of 
railroad receivers in the hands of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, instead of the courts, is 
regarded by many as an even more important 
reform than valuation of railroad property or 
supervision of railroad securities. In some states 
insolvent banks pass automatically to the charge 
of the State Banking Department. The enormous 
fees of the judicial receivership system are avoid- 
ed. The affairs of the broken institution are 
wound up by disinterested experts with a technical 
knowledge of the business. A reasonable guaran- 
tee ise afforded that the square deal will be ap- 
proximated in the final adjustment. The Inter- 
state Commerce body may with as much propriety 
take charge of insolvent railroads. 

A sick railroad presents a serious case. Why 
should recovery be jeopardized by the quack prac- 
tice of “friendly” judicial receiverships when, at- 
tached to the commission, are some of the most 
skillful experts in the country, whose services 
may be made available? A railroad “run as the 
Interstate Commerce Commission would run it” 
would have some object lessons of value ‘or the 
people. The commission itself would profit by 
the chance for constructive rather than de- 


structive work. 
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In accidents like that on the Wabash at Mont- 
gomery City, casualties are becoming so slight as 
to be only a by-product. The chief product is 
more arguments for more steel rolling stock.

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CALLISTHENIOS AND THE OOP. 

The policeman who wrote the Post-Dispatch 
about the rule requiring each member of the force 
tu turn flip-flops in the department gymnasium 
twice a week, often on an empty stomach as well 
as on his own time, when he would much rather 
be catching up on lost sleep or getting acquainted 
with his family, made out a case that inspires in- 
voluntary sympathy.

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IL RX AND BR. IN THE CHARTER. 

The initiative at 5 per cent for regular elec- 
tions and 10 per cent for special elections, the 
referendum at 10 per cent for regular and 16 per 
cent for special elections, and the recall at 20 per 
cent have been formally agreed upon by the Free- 
holders for inclusion in the new city charter 
when it shall be submitted to the voters for ap- 
proval. 

Percentages for the initiative and referendum 
are based on the vote last cast for Mayor; for the 
recall, 20 per cent of the total registered votes in 
two-thirds of the wards of the city is required. 

The percentages are reasonable. The require- 
ment that 20 per cent of the voters in each of at 
least two-thirds of the city’s wards shall sign a 
recall petition, is unreasonable. 

It is to be regretted that the Freeholders failed, 
iv this instance as in their provision for the nom- 
ination of the members of the Assembly, to act 
upon the idea—vital to short ballot government 
as the short ballot is vital to municipal efficiency 
—that St. Louis is not a group of wards but a 
city. 

Each charter provision based on recognition 
of wards as political units is an unnecessary and 
injudicious concession to the ward politicians, 
from) whose wasteful control progressive citizens 
of all parties wish the city government to be 
wrested. 

The assumption that the people of St. Louis 
are politically less intelligent than the people 
of Cleveland or Dayton or Boston or any other 
city, or that they are less desirous for genuine- 
ly efficient, honest, economical government in 
their city hall, is not warranted by the facts. The 
new charter should make no concessions whatever 
to the professional politicians. 

They make a lot of noise, but they are a neg- 
ligible minority on any issue so vitally affecting 
the welfare of St. Louls. 
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While not included in the figures of the end-of- 
the-year dividend distribution printed on the 
financial page, the Post-Dispatch Christmas Fes- 
tival is an enterprise in which the smallest in- 
vestment is certain to earn sure and generous 
returns. 
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AN OBJECT LESSON IN CAPACITY. 

The Democracy needed just such a success in 
degree and kind as that won in the passage 
of th cy bill against opposition of a par- 
ticu Mrulent nature—a well-considered, con- 
rade measure in a new and very difficult 
field of legislation. 

“T have often felt,” said President Wilson in 
signing it, “when the Democratic party was criti- 
cised as not knowing how to serve the business 
intérests of the country, that there was no use 
in replying to that in words.

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THE NATIONALIZING OF JUNK. 

From the fact that the British Cabinet, when it 
nationalized the telephone lines last January, 
paid only £12,470,000 for property for which 
the owners had asked £16,519,771, it might 
be imagined that it got an excellent bargain. 
Figures printed by a financial publication, how- 
ever, indicate that the official appraisal of the 
lines showed only £10,470,000 worth of actual 
value. The courts which adjusted the terms of 
the sale added £2,000,000 to represent various 
overhead charges and cost of financing. 

What the Government got for this price was 
a prize collection of junk that might have value 
in a museum of telephone antiquities, but which, 
nationalized or unnationalized, is of small value 
in serving the public. 
on reconstruction in the future. The company, 
never @ very up-to-date corporation, got an idea 
years ago that some day the Government would 
buy it out. In consequence it let its property 
run down. American tourists can certify to the 
gad inadequacy of equipment and service. 

The financial publication that has collated the 
figures adds that “there is, of course, no parallel 
between the physical assets of the Bell company 
and those of the English company.” But there is 
a pretty close parallel between a large mileage of 
the telegraph lines of this country, built many 
years ago, and these British telephone properties. 
And the parallel with Bell telephone equipment 
in many places is closer than Bell magnates 
would admit. What might be an appraised figure 
so far below the asking price as to indicate a good 
bargain, in the event that our Government takes 
over both lines, would probably be found later 
to take on more of the nature of an 
onto Uncle Sam of much junk, along with some 
serviceable equipment.

the 1914 Nobel prize for literature will be 
awarded to Thomas Hardy. May the 
report be true, and may Mr. Hardy live 
to enjoy this recognition which his work 
deserves. 

Thomas Hardy has been the victim of 
smug Victorianism. His work, growing 
ever broader, deeper and more powerful 
was too strong for the stomachs of the 
critics of a past generation. They la- 
belled Hardy “‘naughbty.” And this label 
still sticks, though the Victorian age of 
English literature is past and its ideas 
and standards are happily dead. 

It was Hardy's misfortune to work in 
an era of dullenss and stupid artifici- 
ality. It is his good fortune to live to 
see his ideals of life and literature re- 
ceived as sane and proper by a genera- 
tion which has grown to intellectual 
manhood since he has practically ceased 
to write. Few men who dre ahead of 
their times have the pleasure of seeing 
the times overtake them 

Hardy’s work is the work of a gentle 
philosopher. Cruel though he may ap- 
pear at times, he is cruel only ase the 
apostie of gentleness. He has attacked 
shams, prudery and shameful tradition. 
He is a greater than Meredith, for Mere- 
dith, with all his daring and all his in- 
tellectuality, was a Victorian. Hardy, 
though his productive period was con- 
temporary with the later Victorian era, 
is a post-Victorian.

$5000 Per Year 
Too Little for 
Joseph Tinker 


CHICAGO, Dee. 2%4.—Joe Tinker says 
he is going to sign with the Federal 
League to manage the Chicago team of 
the new organization if the Brooklyn 
team does not hurry and make him an 
offer that he will feel justified in ac- 
cepting. 

Further, Tinker may sign today, as 
he has promised the officials of the 
new league to give them a definite an- 
swer then, 

Tinker was in conference with the Fed- 
eral Leaguers for over two hours 
day afternoon and made a complete state- 
ment after he had finished. 

Though Tinker says Brooklyn has as yet 
made him no definite offer of salary outside 
of that much-discussed bonus of $10,000, 
he believes that $5000 will be the limit that 
President Ebbetts will put on it. Thie he 
will under no ciroumstances . The 
donus is to be made a part of the salary— 
in other words, Brooklyn wants Tinker to 
sign a three year contract for a total sum 
of $25,000. 

It is generally understood that the Federal 
Leaguers have offered Tinker @ salary of 
$15,000, the contract to run three years, 
or a total of $45,000 for that time. Tinker 
will not admit that the amount is high, but

PITTSBURG, Pa., Dec. 24.—George 
Chip, the Madison, Pa., miner duplicat- 
ed his feat of six weeks ago when he 
knocked out Frank Klaus, the fa- 
racus middleweight boxer, in the 
fifth round of their six-round bout, 
here last night. 

Chip beet Klaus into a helpless con- 
dition and Referee Dillon stepped the 
beut to prevent serious injury to the 
Pittsburg boxer. 

Landing a hard left on the jaw of 
Klaus started the Pittsburger over 
the dizzy road. Chip then closed in 
on Klaus and shot a short right to 
the jaw. Klaus became weaker and 
Chip continued raining blows on his 
jaw, knocking him down. Klaus got 
up on the count of seven but was very 
weak. Chip was after him like a flash 
raining blows on his jaw and head, 
The arms of Klaus dropped to his 
side and referee Dillon realizing that 
Klaus was unable to defend himself 
stopped the bout. Although on his 
feet Klaus was bewlidered and did 
not know what was going on. 

Chip at no stage of the fight was 
worsted by Klaus, though the bout, 
up to the fifth round was a hard 
contest.
